Few Salute the Flag. 

At the same time Mitchel is the 
only candidate who has been preach- 
ing loyalty and patriotism in a city 
sadly in need of it, if one may judge 
from many surface indications, among 
them being the observed fact that 
less than 10 per cent of the spectators 
of the suffrage parade Saturday sa- 
luted the flag, and at that only tipped 
the hat, as to a Broadway belle. 

The loyalty issue has been made no 
less by Mitchel than his opponents. 
It is the paramount, if not the sole, 
issue with Hillquit, who is mustering 
& support of untold proportions from 
the pro-Germans and pacifists, and 
from the east side, which is like a little 
Russia with its Bolsheviki crying out 
against further sacrifices in a czars 
War. Mitchel has been compelled to 
meet the Socialist challenge, for Hill- 
quit is drawing more votes from 
Mitchel than from Hylan and Ben- 
nett. 

Where Hiliquit has been pressing his 
pro-German and anti-American attack, 
Hylan and Bennett have discreetly 
avoided offending the disloyalists. Hy- 
lan's attitude is sicklied oer with that 
pale cast of loyalty and patriotism 
made familiar to the country in the 
newspapers of hie mentor, William 
Randolph Hearst. Bennett owes his 
nomination in the Republican primary 
to an anti-Mitchel vote that was prac- 
deal unanimous in the German pri- 
Mury districts. 

Among those urging retelection 
of Mitchel, a Democrat, . Theodore 
Roosevelt, Charles Evans Hughes, and 
Elihu Root, all Republicans, and all 
of them stress the neoeseity of keep- 
ing in office a mayor who can be re- 
ned upon to guard the nation’s honor 
at the nation’s doorway. 


Root Praises Mitchel. 

“If we permit him to be turned out 
of office,” Mr. Root says, “a great 
lleutenant of the national government 
Will be lost; the enemies of our coun- 
Sy will rejoice as for a victory over 

Americanism; Germany will be 
encouraged and strengthened in her 
Warfare, and many of the young men

Two 
of Minotto’s closest friends and former 
employés of the Deutsche bank were 
Von Seebeck, the son of a well known 
German general, and Kuhn, son of one 
of Germany's notable German-Jew 
financiers. 

Traveled in South 1 

The government also learned that 
the trio had come from London to New 
York and entered the employ of the 
Guaranty Trust company. The trail of 
Minotto led to South America, where 
he traveled extensively as a business 
getter for the trust company. They 
found his traveling duties brought him 
in contact with many diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of various nations, espe- 
cially of Germany, whose financiers 
couirol a majority of the South Ameri- 
can banks. 

Government sleuths discovered that 
prior to his marriage Minotto lived 
with Seebeck and shared 4 studio with 
the. latter: who is a dilettante portrait 
painter; that Seebeck was best man at 
the count’s wedding to Ida May Swift, 
and that Kuhn had been a friend of 
the count since childhood. They found 
that the count made no declaration of 
citizenship until just before he offered | 
his services to the war pal an 
Secretary Daniels took a personal in- 
terest in the investigation and was 
himself responsible, it is ‘said, for the 
nternment of Seebeck and Kuhn. 

Friends Offer Defense. 

Count Minotto’s friends insist that 
the .two interned Germans and the 
count never discussed the matter of 
the count’s application for war work.

U. S. Army Work Kept Secret. 


To the ordinary inhabitant of France 
the American army has been a mys- 
tery. Paris knows less of the activi- 
ties and numbers of the American 
troops than any city in the United 
States. Only small groups of officers 
and smaller groups of soldiers, wear- 
ing the United States uniform, have 
been seen in Paris. The troops have 
been transported from the sea base to 
the field base without demonstrations. 
Americans here have complained 
that it is harder to see the United 
States army than any other troops. 
Passes are restricted carefully to those 
persons who have pressing business 
in the American camps. 

The most gratified of all Frenchmen 
over the entry into the trenches of 
the American troops are the French 
artillery and infantry instructors. These 
instructors have mo to positions 
behind that part of the front occu 
pied by the Americans to advise the 
Yankees on any questions which may 
arise. 

However, the American troops han- 
dle themselves with coolness and skill, 
and the nervousness of their instruc- 
tors already has begun to disappear.

In effect, it is pro-German, 
Every conspicuous Socialistic activity in relation 
to the war has been anti-American. Whereas the 
controlling opinion in French Socialism has been 
pro-French and the controlling opinion in British 
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just as Germany is dealing effectively with one 
of the weaker arcs. Serbian, Roumanian, Russian, 
and now Italian lines have proved incapable of 
holding one of the German thrusts, but the western 
line of French and British has held and will hold, 
and there, where it is determined that there shall 
be no decision until it is a German defeat, Ameri- 
can force is to be applied. 

Pershing's artillery, which sent the first Ameri- 
can shot into a German formation, spoke the 
resolve of the American people, an inaudible sound 
in the cannonading and one without significance 
except to German imagination, but thus of sig- 
nificance to German perceptions. 

The emotions which revive German and Austrian 
hopes as the result of successes against the 


Italians would, for a wiser people, be tempered 
by the reflection that the strongest republic has 
touched the German line of defense lightly with 


its finger. The power of the nation has not been 
applied. It has not been developed. It is taking 
form. s 


The quiet sector on the French front will become 
an active one. The small space now occupied by 
Americans and French veterans will stretch fur- 
ther and will be filled by the masses of trained 
Americans who will apply the pressure necessary to 
bring about the decision necessary for the security 
of the United States. 


_ THE RAILROAD SITUATION. 
In vigorous youth men and nations can survive 
errors that would destroy them in middle life. 
The American people have made mistakes during 
their history which would have been fatal to a 
nation less richly endowed by nature and less for- 
tunate in all the conditions of its life. The lavish 
expenditure of some of our essential resources, 
soil and timber, most conspicuously, was a costly 
folly to which we have only lately awakened: It 
it not pleasant to think of our heedlessness and 
want of foresight, but it is becoming necessary 
to do so. What material mistakes America could 
commit without immediate punishment are becom- 
“ng fewer each year. We must learn to look ahead 
m another spirit than the breezy optimism of 
tne American dream. The war with its giant 
»cessure is forcing us swiftly out of our com- 
placency while it is creating conditions which will 
demand for a long time a more ‘careful considera 
tion of ways and means in private and public life, 
* greater foresight, a more thorough habit in 
treating our problems. ; 

One of the chapters of American policy least 
creditable to our intelligence is our dealing with 
the railroads, For a generation an enterprising 
and intelligent nation has bungled this problem, 
adopting a makeshift, one-sided system of regula- 
tion which only the very great prosperity of this 
country has been able to sustain. The regulation 
of rates and the prohibition of rebates have ac- 
complished good. There is no thought of ever 
departing from the principle of public regulation 
of this central and vital public service. It is not 
less regulation we need but better regulation, a 
balanced and inclusive regulation. If revenue is 


to be regulated at its ingress, it must be regulated 


at its exit. If the price paid to railroads for their 
commodity is to be controlled by government, the 
priee paid by the railroads for the constituents of 
their commodity must be brought under control 
also, This is basic, yet we have ignored it for a 
quarter of a century. The point is that we have 
reached a stage in our evolution in which we can 
no longer ignore it, 
of regulation protective not merely of the shipping 
public but of the transportation agencies also. 
Regulation must be rounded out. It must be more 
than merely inhibitive upòn the railroads. It must 
be constructive. —

NEED FOR GOOD FITTING 
| SHOES. 


N axiom frequently attributed to 


Napoleon was to the effect that 
an army traveled on its stom- 
ach. Surgeon Jones of the Unit- 
ed States army says that, while that 
statement was true in olden times, it is 
not true now. Armies travel now upon 
their feet, he says. In olden times the 
limitation of an army lay in its diffi- 
culty in getting a food supply. Now 
the machinery for provisioning an army 
is so well organized that the command - 
ing general is not stopped by the limi- 
tations of his food supply. But he 
knows that he cannot crowd his men 
too far, else their feet will give out. 
In one march on the Mexican border 
in which 17,000 men participated 21.5 
per cent of those who fell out and had 
to be transported in ambulances or wag- 
ons failed because of poor feet. 


* 
In another march participated in by 
11,000 the percentage was 58.39. In a 
study of the feet of 30,359 soldiers it wae 
found that 21,586 had corns, 18,106 had 
toes that were jammed or crowded to- 
gether, 1,481 had bunions, 2,145 had 
overriding toes, 8,751 had pinching in of 
the big toe with enlargement of the 
bones at the base joint, 8,654 had in- 
growing toenails, 1.204 had hammer 
toes, 5,227 had callosities, and 18,463 had 
good feet. i 
It is to be remembered that the re- 
cruiting examiner throws out applicants 
with very bad feet. An equal number 
of civilians would have made a much 
worse showing. . 
Ot these more than 30,000 men only 
5.417 were wearing shoes which fitted 
them, 6,906 were wearing shoes that 
were one-half size too small, 14,429 had 
shoes that were one size or more too 
small, 3,511 had shoes that were too 


large.

The army shoe is very much the best 
shoe made. It was devised after a most 
careful study of the human foot in ac- 
tion made by the best men in the army. 
It is right in every way in so far as any 
shoe is right. The soldier is not only 
supplied with these shoes but he is in- 
structed in shoes and the care of his 
feet. 

If so large a proportion of soldiers 
wears shoes that do not fit, we can be 
certain that very few civillans wear 
properly fitting shoes. Especially is this 
true of adolescent boys and girls, and 
practically all of the ruining of feet is:

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WOMEN, WAR AND GUN-TOTING 


BY MARY BRUSH WILLIAMS. 
ASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 28.— 

[Special.J—Out in IIlinois one 
time when I, in a reportorial ca- 
pacity, was following the wom- 
en who campaigned for suffrage, a con- 
gresaman sprang the argument on me 
that women should not vote because 
they could not ia un.. 

I was young then, both in years and 
experience in suffragizing. It was the 
first time I had heard that profound ar- 
gument and it floored me. I looked 
him with what was an attempt at a wise 
expression of countenance, but could not 
answer. His premise and conclusi 
were so profoundly unrelated that it 
seemed as if deep down somewhere they 
might get together, else he would not 
have the courage to make such a state- 
ment. I have been reflecting on it ever 
since and should now like to offer an 
amendment. Women, I think, should be 
allowed to vote because they cannot 


carry a gun. 


— 
In other words, this last and most ter- 
rible of all conflicts has developed the 
surprise that women have a part in war 
—and that part is constructive. Even 
now, with our country only five months 
along in conflict, 10,000,000 women are 
lined up for service, and their function 
is not to shoot men down, but to teach, 
to conserve, to foster, and to build up. 
I refer to the work of the Women’s Com- 
mittee of the Council of National De- 
fense. Its headquarters are on N street 
in Washington. Dr. Anna Howard Shaw 
is the chairmah. The other women on 
the committee are Mrs. Philip H. Moore, 
president of the National Council of 
Women; Mrs. Josiah Cowles, president 
of the General Federation of Women's 
clubs: Miss Maude Wetmore, Miss Ida 
M. Tarbell, Mrs. Stanley McCormick, 
Mrs. Joseph R. Lamar, Miss Agnes Nes- 
tor, Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, and Mrs, 
Antoinette Funk, 


- 
The way they are undertaking their 
accomplishment in this war is by or- 
ganizing. Tagore has said our west- 
ern genius is for that, The women are 
certainly availing themselves of our ra- 
cial gift. To be sure, Tammany years 
ago likewise availed itself of it and set 
up what was almost the ideal organ- 
ization. The women of today are knitted 
together nationally on almost the same 
framework as the democrats of old use 
for the city of New York. 
Every state-I am speaking of the 


women’s machine and not the Demo- 
crats’—has a chairman elected by her 
own constituents. She in turn has 
named ten subsidiary chairmen, accord- 
ing, I presume, to the division of her 
state along not political but women's 
club lines. Three thousand chairmen 
are by this system already reporting to 
the national headquarters in Washing- 
ton. : ‘

In addition to this organisation, local 

units of towns are being formed. Mis- 


| ‘sissippi has reported 300 boroughs as al- 


ready formed. The women are also 
banding together by counties and even 
rural committees, 

Maryland reports 300 members in one 
sequestered group. Seventy-five national 
organizations thus adhere to the national 
committee, and the membership in these 
ranges from 3,000 to 3,000,000. Ten mil- 
lion women throughout the country are 
thus in line. 

After I had listened to this formidable 
assortment of facts and figures, I ven- 
tured to inquire of Mrs. Edwin P. Shelby, 
who is Miss Ida Tarbell’s able adjutant: 

Well, what of it? What do you do 
with an organization like this?“ 

Mrs. Shelby was prompt with her an- 
swer: N 

It is the official channel down which 
the government hopes to send messages 
to the women of the country.”

“What can the government have to 
say to its women in a time like this?” 

“If it wants wool saved, it communi- 
cates with the committee. If it wants 
state laws watched, it gets in touch with 
the women. If it wants the money of 
the country conserved, it appeals to us.“ 

She hit what I felt was the keynote of 
this story: women are the upbuilding 
forces in this business of war. Mrs, 
Shelby continued her narrative in greater 
detail as-to what they do. It reinforced 
the same thesis. 

“If anything comes up in any depart- 
ment where women can help, the govern- 
ment turns to this committee. We are 
getting out a series of lessons in mar- 
keting now. We are trying to unify the 
teaching in a co-operative way by hav- 
ing three people work together. These 
are representatives from the agricultural 
department, the food administration, and 
the woman's committee. We wish to 
teach the women what to buy and how to 
cook it, We are paying special attention 
to children's food and to suggesting 
meals for a day.“

BARNARD’S LINCOLN, 
Chicago, Oct. 27.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Your editorial a few days ago 
suggesting calmness and effort at un- 
derstanding, rather than violent con- 
demnation, in the matter of the Barnard 
statue of Lincoln is timely. In fact, 
such ady is always timely. Stand- 
ards of uty, or, at any rate, the sym- 
bols of art, change from generation to 
generation, and lovers of art, especially 
those of us who are getting along in 
years, should try to be comprehending 
and cautious rather than condemnatory. 
If a thing is rotten, it will die without 
belng kicked to death. And there is 
always the danger that hereafter some 
swine among us may find that pearis 
have been cast before them. This is an 
unpleasant feeling. It is much nicer 
to have rooted up truffles buried in the 
ground, 

The origin and vicissitudes of this Lin- 
caln memorial monument may interest 
your readers. Several years ago a Cin- 
cinnati woman offered a large sum for 
such a memorial monument and ap- 
pointed a board of trustees to decide on 


one and carry it out. Mr. Charles P. 


Taft and other lovers and connojgseurs 
in art were appointed a committee by 
her. The decision of the sculptor to be 
chosen narrowed down to George Gray 
Barnard and one other well known 
American sculptor. A large majority of 
the committee favored Barnard, but the 
lady’s business representative, who was 
a member of the committee, was strenu- 
ously in favor of the other sculptor. 
Several members of the committee de- 
cided to go to Paris to see more of Bar- 
nard’s work, which was at that time 
mostly there, and I had the good for- 
tune to accompany one of them. They 
came back feeling surer than ever that 
Mr. Barnard should do the work. Then 
a meeting was held, and after this de- 
cision the lady's agent announced that 
in that event he must withdraw her 
offer. 

Another and very depressed meeting 
was held. The committee decided that 
they could not in justice to themselves 
change their decision to conform to her 
wish, inasmuch as they had been orig- 
inally invited to make a decision and had 
done so, and they came to the regretful 
conclusion that Cincinnati would have 
to lose this gift. At this point Mr. 
Charies P. Taft, who had been a member 
of the committee, very quietly asked 
them not to resign, but instead to act 
as a committee for him and allow him 
to give the money for such a monument. 
And thus the Lincoln memorial monu- 
ment for Cincinnati was carried out.

When Mitchel took office he found 
that even the city brooms were being 
purchased out of the proceeds of fifty 
year bonds. Then came the European 
war, whidh: suddenly compelled the 
city to mget maturing obligations of 
$100,000,000 in gold at a critical time 
in the money market. 

Mitchél called in the bankers and 
arranged for the financing of these 
obligations.

There is no gainsaying the fact that 
Mitchel is distrusted by the working- 
men of the city, although he has done 
more for them than any Tammany 
mayor, and Hearst and Tammany are 
playing upon this distrust with great 
ingenuity.
